Orr.  Silk  Screen  with  Ron 
Goodwin  and  Creative  Draw- 
ing and  Painting  with  Louise 
Kalish.  Beginning  Photog- 
raphy with  Linda  Wasko  on 
Monday  evenings  is  available 
as  well  as  Saturday  workshops 
in  painting  with  Rosalind  Far- 
bush.  Watercolor  with  Vir- 
ginia Avery  and  Matting  and 
Framing  with  Joseph  Bur- 
bank. Teens  may  participate 
in  uninstructed  studio  held  on 
Friday  afternoons  or  on  Satur- 
day when  no  workshop  is 
scheduled.

Goodwin  where  screen  making 
will  be  taught  along  with 
techniques  of  printing;  Cre- 
ative Drawing  and  Painting 
with  Louise  Kaiish  on  Friday 
mornings  with  an  emphasis  on 
design,  color  theoty  and  com- 
position. 

Photography  will  be  offered 
for  beginners  on  Monday 
evenings  and  for  intermediate 
and  advanced  students  on 
Tuesday  evenings.  The  in- 
structor is  Linda  Wasko  who 
will  emphasize  in  her  begin- 
ning class  how  the  camera 
works,  how  to  develop  and 
print  black  and  white  film  and 
how  to  improve  composition. 


The  intermediate-advanced 
class  will  be  taught  with  a 
demonstration,  critique  ap- 
proach and  will  work  on 
special  projects  toward  devel- 
oping a finer  print;  advanced 
students  will  explore  tone-line 
separation.  high-contrast 
prints  and  other  topics.  Both 
classes  will  have  individual 
darkroom  time  for  completing 
assignments. 


Children’s  Classes  have 
been  expanded  with  separate 
classses  in  Drawing  & Paint- 
ing and  in  Clay.  Marsha 
Komarin  will  teach  the  At 
Workshop  in  Drawing  and 
Painting  on  Thursday  after- 
noons for  ages  7-12  which  will 
include  working  from  nature 
as  well  as  frec-form  imagina- 
tive approaches.  Marcy  Bas- 
kin is  teaching  Creative  Clay 
(ages  7-12)  on  Wednesday 
afternoons  where  original  ap- 
proaches will  be  entouraged 
through  molding,  modeling 
and  using  natural  elements. 

Children’s  Theater  is  an  en- 
joyable workshop  for  ages  8-12 
taught  by  Barbara  Elliott 
using  mime,  improvisation 
and  games  to  learn  theater 
basics. 


A One-day  Photography 
Workshop  will  be  offered  by 
Peter  Anderson  in  his  Hull 
studio  on  March  31  where  the 
students  (advanced  only)  will 
bring  their  own  prints  and 
negatives  for  discussion  of 
problem  solving.
